REQUIRED. 
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3. ADDITIONAL US MARSHALLS WILL FOLLOW, IF IN THE JUDGE- 
MENT OF THE MARSHALLS ON GUAM IN CONSULTATION WITH THE 
SENIOR CIVIL COORDINATOR, MORE ARE REQUIRED. 

4. THERE ARE NO KNOWN SPECIAL SUPPORT RE QUIREMENTS FOR 
THIS GROUP OF 22 MARSHALLS. REQUEST THE SENIOR CIVIL 
COORDINATOR ASSIST THEM. 

5. REQUEST SENIOR CIVIL COORDINATOR EVALUATE THE USE OF US 
MARSHALLS ROLE AS FEDERAL LAW ENFORCEMENT RESOURCE ON 

GUAM IN SUPPORT OF THE REFUGEE PROGRAM AND COORDINATE 
THEIR USE WITH US MARSHALLS OFFICE GUAM AND IATF
